There must be a few persons who know 
what China is and what kind of leader Chairman 
Mao Tse Tung is. Propaganda has seen to it 
that a biased picture is given in order to 
serve certain narrow interests. Without going 
to the specifics of who were the instruments 
responsible in trying to present a wrong per- 
spective, the residue of the China admission to 
the UN has been a splurge of favorable infor- 
mation contributory to the cause of world unity. 


How the varied Chinese contributions came 
about were a product of years of incessant strug- 
gle since 1949. Now the truth is out. China 
stands to give its best to society, for afterall it 
does not have the capacity for overkill. It is, 
indeed, a very rational stand for an advocating 
country to promote w-:fare of the masses, with- 
our being in a position to carry military pres- 
sure like America and Russia. 


China had been a closed book. A neighbor 
of the Philippines, China was more ‘foreign’’ 
than the far-flung United States. But when we 
discover huw in a few years’ time with modern 
communications, the good qualities of the Chi- 
nese people, will also be partly responsible for 
the transformation of Filipinos, only then will it 
be known that afterall the Chinese ideals are 
really Christian Filipino ideals but without a 
Christian label. Only then can Filipinos know 
that they can avail of a stronger ampliiier of 
faith for education and development. 
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CHAPTER I 


THE PROBLEM 


About a decade ago there was a consensus 
in the West that democracy is good while com- 
munism is evil. In our specific regional context, 
Red‘ China was known as the country where 
only coercion counts; that Chairman Mao relied 
mainly on: “power comes from the barrel of a 
gun.” And to cap the belief in democracy, no 
sane nation cannot be “neutral”, especially that 
the issue of good and evil has been “settled”. 


The question of good and evil is not simple 
for it strikes deep at the roots of Christian 
ethics where a state of freedom is supposed to 
bring the good life for all. Irony and paradox 
on the subject of good and evil, however, arise 
more from the fact that Christian converts only 
wonder how communism is so different. For 
example, Catholic nun Sonia Aldeguer wondered 
why communists in mainland China had been 
applying social justice, a Christian trait, long 
before martial law.. Father Ben Billote arti- 
culated very well the challenge to the Christian 
position, when he said social justice as found in 
the Bible, but practiced more religiously by the 
communists only lacks the label of Christ, where- 
as Christians with all the objective witness labels 
are sadly lacking in the progressive virtues 
associated with social justice. 
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It is true Chairman Mao resorted to mili- 
tary means to unite China, just as President 
Marcos resorted to Martial Law to unite the 
Philippines. India has joined the Asian chorus. 
of nations opting for disciplined regimes. The 
general trend of events as manifested by au- 
tnoritarian leaders is that they wish to concen- 
trate power but direct progress positively, and 
not in the anarchic tendency of democracy. 


Democracy by itself is the freedom to adopt 
a better system, and if the challenge is valid, 
the same can be principally directed to the United 
States. At present, there are some evangelists 
who had been planning to convert China into 
Christianity, with the presumption that it would 
be good for this country. The only question is 
that America has to show first a good example 
before any attempt at proselytization could be 
made. 


Without going to the value of ownership 
as practiced by communists and democrats, the 
point at issue is the distribution of profits and 
welfare benefits. The direction of profits of 
course normally govern to what extent common 
welfare can be cazried out. 


The Real Challenge 


The China study carried out in the context 
of scientific and political understanding brings 
more food for thought for the student of educa- 
tion and development, for in this environment 
an enthusiast would know how a society governs 
through a checks and balances by 800,000,000 
people; how cooperation is carried at all levels; 
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how science is taught to peasants; how universi- 
ties teach not in terms ot degrees. In short, as 
far as the pragmatic side of education and busi- 
ness is concerned the Chinese have won the ac- 
colade of American scientists, who orsanized a 
Science for The People, Inc. in order to depro- 
fessiunalize science. 


This early it is safe to say that China is 
on the way to becoming the most modern nation 
on earth, for while the U.S. News and World 
Report admitted China’s being the champion of 
self-reliance in food production, it managed ef- 
ficiently without inflation, recession, unemploy- 
ment and energy crisis. 


The China study only implies that possibly 
the Philippines can serve as the new mcdel of 
the West for innovative education and develop- 
ment. The task is not easy, but the martial 
spirit in the Philippines is one of the guarantees 
that positive approaches to development will be 
taken with due regard to the influence of the 
superpowers. For the superpowers dictate world 
political climate, and it is in this context that 
appreciation of the China study is taken. 


Chairman Mao’s ‘moral equivalent of war,’ 
incidentally was originally coined by the great 
American thinker, William James. Yet, there 
are a few more sources of consolation from the 
Chinese lesson, which improved Indian wisdom, 
German tactics, Japanese consensus: Russian 
communism, and even replacement of indigenous 
‘Chinese teachings of Confucius by the present 
concepts of Cultural Revolution. 
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While it is true that the Philippines can 
adopt some lessons from the Chinese the real 
problem is how a Christan country can create 
a greatly magnified commitment to truth and 
what it really means for abundant life. For the- 
time being, it appears no one in the Christian 
world is qualified to teach the Chinese what to 
do, only because the superior teachings of Chris- 
tianity have first to be lived. 


Based on the assumption that one is quali- 
fied to teach anywhere, he must first show the 
validity of his claim on local grounds. It looks 
that the wave of events and the preparatory 
antecedents have favored the Philippines to re- 
gard China as a challenge for something better 
for itself and others. 


CHAPTER II 


PEOPLES’ REPUBLIC OF CHINA 
IN THE CONTEMPORARY SCENE 


_ Strategy Guidelines 


Communist China’s general strategy for the 
communization of Southeast Asia is infiltration 
and subversion. Basically, however, the style of 
China’s involvement varies from country to 
country depending upon the situation. 


“Neutral” states like Burma and Laos have 
diplomatic relations with Communist China, 
while Singapore has trade relations. The estab- 
lishment, however, of diplomatic relations or 
economic ties is merely a step to facilitate Com- 
munist China’s real intention — the ultimate 
communization of these states. Thus, while open- 
ly expressing solidarity and sympathy with the 
governments of Laos and Burma, China sup- 
ports active insurgents of terrorist elements en- 
gaged in open armed revolts against established 
authority. In Singapore, on the other hand, 
Communist China utilized its trade relations 
with that island government as a cover for sub- 
versive activities, targetting mainly Singapore’s 
predominanily Chinese population which virtual- 
ly controls a substantive portion of its economy. 
In the particular case of the -Philippines the 
presence of subversives provides fertile grounds . 
for more serious incursions into national terri- 


tory. q 


The military man, the technician who wants 
to get the most out of his available air power 
for example: sets out to achieve an optimum ex- 
ploitation of strength while minimizing weak- 
nesses. But he must find himself at some point 
in conflict with the constraints that flow from 
a ‘perception of strategic objectives. Adjust- 
ments and compromise must result, and these 
come from the exercise of judgment. To reduce 
uncertainty it is necessary that one clarifies the 
definition of strategic objectives. Is there a real 
motive for China to attack a sea-based power 
undcr the American umbrella? But how reliable 
is the American guarantee?

Gov- 
ernmental stability has been attributed to the 
political and social mindedness of the educated 
class. Concern for the creation of a society 
which would make for the good life has brought 
confidence and general recovery of the economy. 
The system of education and civil service re- 
cruitment has been noteworthy. The prestige, 
influence, conviction, and seif-interest of the 
class joined in inducing the masses a similar 
although perhaps not nearly so thoroughly going 
uniformity. As a result, China is fully as much 
a cultural as a political unit. By its acquired

There exists fundamental differences be- 
tween China and the United States. Owing to 
the joint effort of both sides the relations be- 
tween the two countries have improved to some 
extent in the last three years, and contacts be- 
- tween the two countries will continue to improve 
so long as the principles of the Sino-American 
Shanghai Communique are carried out in ear- 
nest. 


The Soviet leading clique have betrayed 
Marxism-Leninism, and our debate with them 
on matters of principle will.go on for a long 
time. However, we have always held that this 
debate should not obstruct the maintenance of 
normal state relations between China and the 
Soviet Union. The Soviet leadership have taken 
a series of steps to worsen the relations between 
the two countries, conducted subversive activities 
against our country and even provoked armed 
conflicts on the border. In violation of the un- 
derstanding reached between the Premiers of 
China and Soviet Union as early as 1969, they 
refuse to sign the agreement on the maintenance 
of the status quo on the border, the prevention 
of armed conflicts and the disengagement of 
the armed forces of the two sides in the disputed 
areas on the border, an agreement which in- 
cludes the non-use of force against each other 
and mutual non-aggression. Hence, the negotia- 
tions in the Sino-Soviet boundary question have 
so far yielded no results. They even deny the 
existence of the disputed areas on the Sino- 
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Soviet border, they even refuse to do anything 
about such matters as the disengagement of the 
armed forces of the two sides in the disputed 
areas on the border and the prevention of con- 
flicts; instead they talk profusely about empty 
treaties on the non-use of force against each 
other and mutual non-aggression. 


Under the leadership of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Party headed by Chairman Mao; 
the Chinese people have worked energetically, 
surmounted all difficulties and hazards, and 
turned a poverty-stricken and backward country 
into a socialist one with the beginnings of pros- 
perity in only twenty years and more. We can 
certainly build China into a powerful modern 
socialist society in another twenty years and 
more before the end of the century. We should 
continue to work hard, carry forward our 
achievements and overcome our shortcomings, be 
modest and prudent, guard against arrogance 
and rashness, and continue our triumphant ad- 
vance. Under the guidance of Chairman Mao’s 
revolutionary line, “let us unite to win still 


greater victories”. 


Flow of Decision Making in Communist States 


Policy preparation begins at either in the 
Ministries as in the party Secretariat. If it 
begins in the former it then passess through 
the Council of Ministers (of State Council in 
China) to the Politburo. If it begins with the 
Party Secretariat, policy making may move di- 
rectly into the Politburo. which may invite or 
direct the ministry or ministries involved to

peting groups. One feature of the decision — 
making is the ability of their leadership to ef- 
fect rapid and decisive shifts in tactics and in 
policy when these suit their purpose. Negotiat- 
ing positions can be quickly changed and re- 
quests for economic and military aid by deve- 
loping countries have been acted with extraor- 
dinary swiftness. 


Foreign Policy of The Chinese Communist 
Regime 


The general program of the Constitution 
adopted by the 10th National Party Congress 
clearly stated that: “the Communist Party of 
China upholds proletarian internationalism and 
opposes hegemonism of the two superpowers — 
the U.S. and the Soviet Union — to overthrow 
imperialism, modern revisionism and all reac- 
tion...” this illustrates Peiping’s basic foreign 
policy of “anti-imperialism.” “anti-reactionary” 
and “anti-revisionist” with emphasis on opposi- 
tion to “U.S. hegemonism.” 


The so-called Chinese Communist anti- hege- 
mony struggle is directed mainly at the Soviets, 
secondly at the United States. The Chinese 
Communists have even employed “unite yet 
struggle” tactics, seeking better relations with 
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the United States to help expand their own in- 
ternational influence. 


The Chinese Communist claim that the basic 
characteristics of the present international sit- 
uation is: Great disorder of the Earth — the 
sources of this chaos, they claim is the two 
superpowers’ struggle for world hegemony. 


Following these policies, the Chinese Com- 
munists have adopted the “smiling diplomacy to 
attempt” to win over free countries such as 
Japan, France, England and Spain and the non- 
aligned countries of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. Meanwhile, the fundamental line of 
sowing the seeds of subversion, infiltration and 
armed uprising all over the world remains un- 
changed. 


Peiping’s Current Foreign Policy 


Mr. Lim Piao defined the general pattern 
of Peiping’s foreign policy: 


First, to strengthen their unity with the 
oppressed people and nations of the world and 
with all countries subjected to imperialist ag- 
gression, thereby forming the broadest possible 
united front to further the world-wide revolu- 
tionary struggle. 


Second, to strive for peaceful co-existence 
with countries having special systems. Put in 
other terms, the new foreign policy operates on 
two levels: people-to-people relations and state- 
to-state relations. The former is devoted to re- 
volution while the latter stresses peace, but top- 
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Mao Tse-tung, chairman of 
the Chinese Communist Party.

Mao-Tse-Tung stated seven years ago that 
Communist China was destined to be not only 
a political center for world revolution but one 
of military technology; in short, “an arsenal of 
world revolution.” 


The Spectrum of Contradiction 


A major perception of a leader symbolizes 
the general attitude of a country. In the parti- 
cular case of the People’s Republic of China, a 
key to the proper understanding of Chinese re- 
sponse and reactions can be gauged by a careful 
reading of Chairman Mao’s theses. outlining the 
tendency of human history. 


Throughout the history of human knowledge 
Mao Tse Tung writes, two basic theses have 
been used to explain the development of pheno- 
mena within the universe. These two theses, the 
metaphysical view and the dialectical one, re- 
present two opposing outlooks. After suggesting 
why the former view must be rejected, Mao Tse 
Tung indicates what it is that makes materialist 
dialectics indispensable for understanding the 
development of human history. As Mao-Tse- 
Tung puts it, the fundamental cause for the 
development of a thing is not external but in- 
ternal, and thus rests with the thing’s contra- 
dictory nature. In every single thing, there is 
contradiction. Since contradiction creates mo- 
tion, development occurs; all things then, can 
be explained in terms of contradictions. 
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According to Mao Tse Tung, contradiction 
is characterized by four distinguishing features: 


First, contradiction is present in the process 
of the development of all things, in this way, 
it is universal; : 


Second, by means of the movement of op- 
posites: it permeates the process of development 
from beginning to end. Thus, it is absolute. 

Third, the motion of matter assumes cer- 
tain forms which represent qualitative differ- 
ence, one from the other. This feature is called 
“narticula ity’. 


Fourth, all contradictory things are inter- 
connected. Under certain conditions, they exist 
as a single entity, but under other given condi- 
tions they transform themselves into each other. 
This is what is meant by the unity of opposites. 
In speaking of the identity of opposites under 
certain conditions, reference is made to what is 
real and what is concrete, Thus the fourth fea- 
ture of contradiction is its “concreteness”. 


The above four features as they correspond 
with reality can be the basis for an analysis and 
synthesis of human affairs. In short, based on 
the assumption that the parties to the contro- 
versy are sincere in their desire to reach an 
agreement, it is possible to escalate the basic 
conception of contradiction to the very unity of 
opposites. 


The universality of the first feature means 
that contradiction or good and evil is found, 
without exception everywhere. This is where 
the tentavity of science can allow results to be

Then, when new developments or 
findings are available, the old systems are dis- 
carded and replaced by tested and verified sys- 
tems or procedures. 


_ The second feature on opposites in develop- 
ment covering a period of time, communism and 
democracy, permeate the performance of acti- 
vities as an absolute event. The only contending 
government systems are the capitalistic and so- 
cialistic, as simple abstraction of democracy and 
communism. A comparison and ultimate choice 
can be made. 


The qualitative difference of “particulari- 
ty” of the third feature is best exemplified by 
U.S.S.R. and China as being in the same general 
bloc of Communism. Yet this “particularity” 
has caused China to regard its consequent in- 
difference to U.S.S.R. as a more serious threat 


to her existence. While President Ford concen-— 


trates on the basic differences between commun- 
ism and democracy, Premier Kruschev by actual 
response in the Bay of Pigs realized that the 
issue was not just whether communism and de- 
mocracy are the only ones fighting each other, 
but whether the entire world should be com- 
pletedly annihilated by the destructive power of 
nuclear bombs. To Premier Kruschev a miscal- 
culation in the Bay of Pigs meant an indiscre- 
tion in plain terms of good and evil for man- 
kind. | 


Now Kruschev is gone, and Secretary 
Brezhnev does not behave in the sense of per- 
sonal cultism, but consults his associates. This 
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is but another way of saying that Soviets now 
apply caution in foreign undertakings. Like- 
wise, after the exit of President Nixon, what 
appeared as the demolition of the untarnished 
role of a powerful president was symbolized by 
effects of the Watergate Scandal. So that now; 
Congress does not listen to President Ford. With 
the Indo-China debacle, the American public, 
Congress, and President Ford were at a loss on 
what to do. 


Mainland China with her operation of a satel- 
lite is bent on helping the poor peoples of the 
world. Because of satellite TV, the world is phy- 
'sically one. But with common quality program- 
ming based on the scientific method the world 
can be spiritually one. This brings the fourth 
feature on unity of opposites a concrete demon- 
stration of how U.S.A., U.S.S.R, and China, can 
be given a chance to present their best programs 
for massive and instant information of billions 
of people sans propaganda. When the good fea- 
tures of each promoter has been tested and veri- 
fied in pilot areas, then it is possible to integrate 
the systems by adopting the good ones, and eli- 
minating the evil practices. 


The present dilemma is both paradoxical 
and ironical. For example, the Christian sol- 
diers in Saigon practiced prostitution, while the 
non-Christian Viet Cong abolished’ prostitution. 
Likewise, morality in China is better than in 
U.S.A. Chairman Mao is garbed in a humble 
peasant attire. while a U.S.A. president enjoys 
an affluence so many times more in money 
value. Yet in the field of international develop- 
ment China acquitted herself as a champion of 
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LOCOMOTIVE DIESEL ENGINE factory for 


cheap transportation in wide areas. 
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SHORE FISHING for supplemental protzin 
needs. 
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the poor by lending a loan to Tanzania after re- 
fusal by the World Bank. This aid led President 
Nyerere to comment that the best Christians on 
earth are the peoples in Mainland China. 


Division of The World 


A theory is held that the world is divided 
into three (8) distinct parts: the United States 
and the Soviet Union make up the First World; 
developing countries in Asia, Africa, Latin 
America and other regions, including Commu- 
nist China itself, make up the Third World; and 
the developed countries between the two make 
up the Second World. 


The main theme of the theory is that the 
First World remains the target of the struggle 
while the Third Worid, antithetical to the First 
World, constitutes a revolutionary motive force 
propelling the wheel of world hisvory and is the 
main force combatting colonialism, imperialism 
and particularly the superpowers. With this 
world outlook, Peiping will devote itself to de- 
veloping the revolutionary force (The Third 
World), undermining and isolating the counter- 
revolutionary force (The First World), and ex- 
ploiting the contradictions between the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union on the one hand, and between 
them and the second world, especially Europe, 
in the hope or winning over the Second World 
and using it as an anti-U.S. and anti-Soviet re- 
serve force. 


On this regional level, the Chinese Commu- 
nists have made vigorous efforts to improve re- 
lations with other Southeast Asian countries by 
developing trade and cultural exchanges and di- 
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plomatic channels. In dealing with Thailand, 
Malaysia, and the Philippines, communists have 
stressed normal relations and promised to “halt” 
support to communist guerillas operating with- 
in these countries. They also came out against 
the granting of citizenship to Chinese who have 
taken citizenship as a friendly gesture to those 
countries.

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CHAPTER III 


PHILIPPINE ADJUSTMENTS TO MAJOR 
CHINA. DEVELOPMENTS 


-Neutralist Southeast Asia 


With the termination of American involve- 
ment in Vietnam, the ASEAN, composed of In- 
donesia, Malaysia, Singapore, Thailand and the 
Philippines, has held a summit conference to de- 
clare a zone of neutrality in the region. Later, 
Indo-China will be invited to join the basic 


group. 


One justification for the ASEAN is to keep 
the superpowers from interferring with local 
affairs. Whereas, Russia helped more North 
Vietnam, it is expecting to have more influence 
in the area. Naturally China would welcome 
any counterbalancing factor if only to get rid 
of Russian hegemony. Thus, even the removal 
of bases is among the agenda of the summit to 
prove that the regional members want to keep 
out of any probable superpower confrontation. 


Another aim of ASEAN is to keep Japan at 
a distance. As a buffer between U.S.S.R. and 
China, ASEAN can also regulate American ope- 
rations with the end in view of getting better 
deals. By then, any aura of influence by the 
past invasion by Japan and colonialist campaigns 
is neutralized. 


Among the transfusions to remedy the eco- 
nomic ills is the Asian Develooment Bank. To 
make this bank a truly regional organization, 
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four nation members voted to spearhead a cam- 
paign to admit China. Even President Marcos 
hinted support for China’s membership by say- 
ing that a regional institution “must welcome 
the participation of all regardless of social, po- 
litical or economic considerations”. The 22-man 
Philippine delegation suggested dynamic flexibi- 
lity on the part of the bank to be able to recon- 
sider or adjust instantaneously if necessary: its 
policies, standards, to be able to react to the de- 
mands of the times. 


Economic Incentives 


The termination of the Laurel-Langley 
agreement in 1974 brought to an end the special 
trade relation between the Philippines and U.S. 
The policy of President Gerald Ford on trade 
is one of no preferential treatment or privileges 
for any country not even the Philippines. 


Faced with a dwindling US market and 
with the European Common Market that has 
given preferences to other developing nations but 
not the Philippines, thereby making her products 
less competitive than those of other developing 
nations, the Philippines must necessarily look 
for other outlets for its products. 


Both U.S.S.R. and PRC have offered trade 
agreements. The purpose of such trade agree- 
ments is to increase and diversify the outlets 
for Philippine exports and sources of supply, 
eventually making it economically independent. 
It will no longer be in a precarious position of 
being dependent on a single market. Thus, it 
will cease to be affected by sudden adverse 
changes of internal trade policies. In addition, 
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the Philippines will be able to secure sophistica- 
ted capital equipment, which formerly were be- 
yond its reach because of high cost and protec- 
tionism. 


Possible Implications and Consequences of 
Diplomatic Relations 


Based on Chou En Lai’s statement that “it 
_ never pays and is never right to wage a war of 
aggression against any state” enlightens. While 
it was proven in the past with documentary . 
evidences that the local communist movement 
does not receive aid and support from mainland 
China, the establishment of diplomatic relations 
between the Philippines and PRC will have tre- 
mendous impact on the outlawed Communist 
movement in general, and the CCP/NPA in par- 
ticular, both of which seek to overthrow the duly 
constituted government of the Philippines. Re- 
cognition of the People’s Republic of China will 
undoubtedly facilitate the widening and strength- 
ening of the sphere of cooperation between PRC 
agents and the local communists to hasten or ac- 
celerate the attainment of the latter’s objective 
of seizing state means. Moreover, it will likely 
magnify the danger of opening the country to 
the enemy operation, under the cloak of diplo- . 
matic immunity, of Chinese espionage agents, 
political organizers and economic saboteurs, 
either on their own or in collaboration with local 
communists.

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Although the PRC has made extra-ordinary 
effort to promote and enhance its image of be- 
ing reasonable, it continues to pursue its dual 
political strategy of diplomacy and subversion. 


' Philippine recognition of the Peoples’ Re- 
public of China would also most probably: 


1) Facilitate or make possible the inflow 
of Chinese logistical support to insur- 
gent groups; 


2) Facilitate entry of local insurgent 
groups; into the PRC for training or 
entry into the Philippines of Chinese 

- instructors; and 


3) Boost psychologically the local commu- 
nist insurgents. Subversives’ actuation 
might be intensified considering the ex- 
pected acceleration of inflow of finan- 
cial and material support from the Peo- 
ples’ Republic of China. 


If the Philippine government cannot cope 
with the above described possibilities, estab- 
lishing diplomatic relations with PRC. logically 
would not be advisable. However, present con- 
ditions point to the contrary in that the Philip-. 
pines has greatly improved since the Proclama- 
tion of Martial Law. The government, judging 
from the results of the recent Referendum of 
Feb. 27, 1975, enjoys popular support, and from 
all indications will be able to neutralize whatever 
adverse effects the establishment of diplomatic 
relations with China will bring to the domestic 
affairs of the country. 
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Moreover, the Peoples’ Republic of China 
called for overseas Chinese to integrate them- 
selves with the people in their adopted home- 
lands and not to look to mainland China for sup- 


port or sympathy. 


External Affairs 
The Philippine foreign policy has shifted 


from. an ideological and emotional plane to a 


pragmatic and rational approach with the ulti- 
mate welfare of the people as its objective. 


Current Philippine foreign relations are 
based on the pursuit of development diplomacy. 
It is a wide ranging policy which seeks to satisty 
in maximum terms the economic and social de- 
velopment needs of the Philippines. 


More specifically, development diplomacy 
has the following objectives: 


1. Promotion of Philippine exports 

2. Development of tourism 

3. Encouragement of foreign investments 
4 


Declaration of Philippine foreign poli- 
cies in meetings of international organ- 
izations. 


5. Close support and cooperation with 
other government agencies concerning 
the importation of national require- 
ments: such as rice, corn, and other food 
assistance, and 


6. The procurement of various economic, 
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financial and technical assistance from . 
other countries and international orga- 
nizations. 


Prestige will also rise as a result of the po- 
licy of all out friendship towards all nations in 
line with Philippine interest. 


To this end, normalization of relations with 
PRC and Philippines would be an achievement 
in its drive for world recognition. 


Difficulty of Making Predictions 


It is a complicated and different process 
not only because they are dependent on many 
variables but also because of unpredictability of 
those governments as proven historically. Added 
to this is the continuous struggle for power as 
among themselves, which cannot with reasonable 
certainty determine the exact posture of the 
communist towards its neighbors. 


President Marcos’ Policy Guidelines 


In the light of the adverse developments in 
Indo-China, the Chief Executive pointed out that 
the Mutual Defense Treaty between the Philip- 
pines and U.S. does not contain iron clad guar- 
antees that U.S. will immediately take retaliato- 
ry action in the event of external aggression 
against the Philippines. 


With the balance of power disturbed, old 
assumptions have to be discarded. The need for 
professionalism to counter obvious dangers call 
for a formality through organizations and insti- 
tutions to stress systematic habits of thought 
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and action to resolve issues or to affect objective 
and timely solutions to very current security 
_ problems. 


Military planners have to rely not on indi- 
vidual geniuses but on the organizational milieu 
to provide clear logical answers to the impon- 
derables of security planning. 


Need for Vigilance 


To counter possible increased enemy espion- 
age activity, intelligence and counter-intelligence 
. agencies must be improved in quantity and qua- 
‘lity. Where commitments, may not be honored, 
limited military power must be replaced by di- 
plomacy and U.S. defense agreements must be 
supplanted by a more vigorous Philippine inter- 
national diplomacy. 


A collective security system in Asia will 
need the unconditional support of the Peoples’ 
Republic of China, the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics, Japan, the United States and all the 
other countries of Asia. 


The Elements of Diplomacy 


Describing the break between Peking and 
Moscow as the cause of the rise of multiple cen- 
ters of power, Secretary Romulo said the multi- 
polar character of relations meant that thereaf- 
ter power could be exercised from many capitals. 
The decisions made in Moscow or in Washington 
no longer had the character of infallibility and 
the changing character of the contemporary 
world is giving birth to new types of diplomacy. 
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Philippine diplomacy on the issue of multi- 
polarity stands to wit:

The Philippines is fashioning a more 
independent foreign policy, attuned 
first and last to national interest. ~ 


In pursuit of such policy we have di- 
versified our international relations, 
including the development of ties with 
hitherto prescribed socialist states. 


In recognition of the paramount char- 
acter of the national interest, the Phil- 
ippines has recognized the indivisible 
link between foreign and domestic po- 
licy 

The Philippines has placed a new em- 
phasis on regional associations not only 
as a means of strengthening coopera- 
tion among the nations of the region 
but also as a means of collectively in- 
creasing our diplomatic leverage in 
world affairs, especially in economic 
matters affecting the region. “A re- 
orientation in foreign policy cannot be 


- earried out without modifying the tool 


for implementing policy objectives”, 
Secretary Romulo said. Measures under- 
taken by the Foreign Office includes: 


Weeding out of all incompetents 
Initiating a wide-ranging re-training 
program for foreign service officers 
and personnel. 

Commencing a scholarship program de- 
signed for area specialists. 
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4, Tapping new sources of possible mate- 
rials for foreign service officers. Young 
officers are being trained in conference 
diplomacy seeking in our representation 
a Just balance between younger officers 
and older trained hands. 


The Local Chinese Situation 


The coming up of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the Philippines and PRC would necessitate 
prior arrangement on what to do with the local 
Chinese. Inasmuch, as 90 per cent of the local 
Chinese are Philippine born, and 90 per cent of 
Chinese immigrants can be traced to only one 
municipality in mainland China makes the end- 
eavor to analyze family and clan idiosyncracies 
relatively easier. 


Interaction among Chinese kinsmen have 
their greatest degree of closeness among a circle 
of relatives along the direct line of descent. As- 
sociations of kinsmen are extensions of the indi- 
vidual extended families of all clansmen residing 
in the Philippines. Every effort was made to 
create a family spirit among their members. 
The proof of their success appears in the number 
of members recruited into the associations on 
this basis and their effectiveness in pursuing 
their functions in a familistic spirit. This in 
turn, is explainable only in terms of Chinese so- 
cial traditions which produced in the minds of 
individual Chinese the basic attitudes that made 
such association desireable. 


Ideally, the attitudes and behavior of clans- 


men in relation to one another should confer to 
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those of members of the Chinese extended family, 
but it is doubtful that they approximate them 
fully in warmth and intensity, except in very 
limited cases. This might have been so in the 
Chinese home communities among lineage mem- 
bers where the sublineage was seen as the true 
extension of the extended family. 


In the Philippines, clansmen are most usual- 
ly that close. and the intimacy and trust which 
characterized the face-to-face relationships of 
villages belonging to some sublineage has receded 
to the level of the extended family. 


Clan associations in the Philippines are 
simply not the same kind of reality as the line- 
age organizations in China which inspired them, 
and they do not have the same vital influence 
on the everyday existence of the average Chinese. 


Relatively few Chinese in Manila know very 
much about their clan associations. If there is no 
occasion to use their functions, as often hap- 
pens, they can spend a lifetime without any con- 
tact with them. 


Nevertheless, the clan associations play a 
very important part in the social organization 
of the Manila Chinese community. Even if we 
admit that active members represent only a 
small proportion of the population, it is the most 
influential. 


The clan associations provide real social and 
emotional security for members, even if they do 
not measure up to the security provided by the 
localized sublineage organization or the extended 
family. Virtual membership to the clan associa- 
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tion is extended to the whole name group. This 
is known and counted upon even when it is not 
actually used. 


Clan affiliation gives status to a Chinese in 
Manila, so that he is never completely alone and 
anonymous but part of a respected group he can 

_always call upon for support. 


Basis of Assimilation: 


Contrary to common belief that the Phil- 
ippine Chinese numbering around 700,000 could 
not possibly be assimilated into the Filipino mi- 
lieu because of their distinct racial and cultural 
identities, recent studies tend to show that inte- 
gration attempts have gained substantial ground. 


Fr. Charles J. McCarthy, S.J., in his newly 
published study entitled Philippine-Chinese Pro- 
file, has noted several qualitative changes in the 
Chinese community in the past three decades 
that also show the degree of Chinese acquain- 
tance and adjustment with the predominantly 
Filipino community. 


Among the changes are: 


— Diversion of the Chinese generation from 
the conservative, feudal and individual values. 


— Increasing incidence of intermarriages 
among Chinese and Filipino which is uncommon 
by Chinese tradition.

— Loss of external signs of “Chineseness” 
through changes in names and other physical 
identities. 


— Submission of the younger Chinese to the 
influence of westernization. Fr. McCarthy noted 
that Filipino Chinese no longer wear clothing 
that is recognizably Chinese. © 


— Frequent similarities of Chinese homes 
with Filipino houses. 


— Shift in the patrilinear Chinese family to 
one that is more bilateral, where affection of, 
and influence by parents and relatives is strong- 
ly operative. 


— Common admiration for the same sports 
and fascination for the same blend of music. 


Philippine Integration Law for Chinese 
Nationals 


At present, naturalization of aliens is a ju- 
dicial process. All aliens who desire to become 
Filipino citizens have to undergo naturalization 
proceedings by proving that they have all the 
qualification and none of the disqualification as 
provided for under the naturalization law. The 
office of the Solicitor General represents the 
state in the judicial proceedings. 


The passage of a general naturalization law: 
would most likely prevent qualified aliens who 
have evinced their desire to embrace Filipino 
customs and traditions from becoming possible 
victims of blackmail. An alien who has already 
been naturalized could still be divested of his 
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newly acouired citizenship once any of the dis- 
qualification exists as provided for under exist- 
-ing laws. 


The grant of naturalization by Presidential 
Decree to friendly Chinese now residing in the 
Philippines in the light of plans to establish di- 
plomatic ties with the Peoples' Republic of China 


is most welcome. The majority of the Chinese . 


can therefore have a chance to exercise their 
loyalty to the land of their birth, thus, obviat- 
ing what could be an ambivalent attitude or 
outright liability to the community.

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CHAPTER IV 


WORLD UNIVERSITY 
The U.N. University Headquarters in Tokyo 


The UN University scheduled to open in 
September 1975 will have no degrees, but only 
programs. Supported by committed endowments 
of about $24,000,000 the university has for its 
president Dr. James Hester, former president 
of New York University. 


On July 11-17, 1971, a World Congress of 
University Presidents was held in Manila, and 
among its resolutions was the establishment of 
an international or world university. The idea 
was to put a world university in each country. 
Dr. Benito F. Reyes, Chairman, World Congress 
of_ University Presidents was able to structure 


a World University of Ojai whose broad pro- 
gramming encompasses what is known as the | 


anthropokosmic continuum. 


There is no question that any operational 
extension of the UN University in Tokyo in the 
Philippines would contribute significantly to the 
much-needed stabilization move in Asia. Some 
guidelines have to be mentioned in order to es- 
tablish the adequacy of certain programs for 
implementation. A graduate term paper in 1968, 
expanded into a project study on Science and 
Revelation, has been lectured to several groups 
including scholars of the Pamantasan Ng May- 
nila (City University of Manila). Six consul- 
tant were able to pass upon the merits of the 
study, which was subsequently sent to the World 
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University of Ojai. Incidentally, a world center 
for satellite programming is being constructed 
near Ojai in Southern California as to be able to 
entertain programs adapted from science and 
revelation. ‘ 


To start with officials at the World Uni- 
versity of Ojai are eager to conduct a seminar 
on Science and Revelation. Interest on the Book 
of Revelation has been particularly impressive 
considering that such famous personalities as 
Kant, perhaps the greatest philosopher of mo- 
dern times, Einstein, considered as the greatest 
genius the world has produced, as well as Char- 
din, James, Blavatsky, Whitehead, Milleret, 
Bronowski, and Conant have contributed dif- 
ferent versions integrating the rational meaning 
of the transcendental ideas. In contemporary 
terms, the study on Science and Revelation com- 
prises the elaborations of Maharishi Interna- 
tional University, and Napoleon Hill in his Mas- 
ter Key To Riches. 


John Nef in his United States and Civili- 
zation, contends that what the twentieth cen- 
tury needs is the centralization of all branches 
of learning along the teachings of Christ. In- 
cidentally, the findings on the Book of Revela- 
tion was arrived at scientifically, so that two 
ways of presenting ideas could be availed of: 
one for the communist world, and another for 
the democratic world. 


The essence of Science and Revelation, is 
that in using electronics as the foundation of 
our modern civilization, its outline has a one-to- 
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one correspondence with human values. Thus, 
where the humanities used to lag behind science, 
now an in-phase arrangement has been reached 
as what Whitehead says, “can reset the future 
course of history”. 


Ordinary belief divides but scientific meth- 
odology unites. Thus, the alternative use of 
satellite programming models from U.S.S.R., 
China and U.S.A. would enable the masses a 
chance to appreciate for adoption the good fea- 
tures in each program. The day is not far off 
when the question posed by executive Sarnoff 
of RCA can be answered as to when humanity 
is ready to make full use of the potentials of 
satellite TV. ; 


It is along this pattern of massive and 
instant education and training that the World 
University in the Philippines can make a maxi- 
mum impact in Asia. Since China has already 
launched space satellites, further collaboration 
with U.S. and Europe may unravel a new me- 
dium not only of entertainment but also of data 
processing for computer purposes. 


The Curriculum 


Aside from the core curriculum the World 
University will use a formal system of educa- 
tion in mathematical, physical and engineering 
sciences, while economic, social and psychological 
sciences may be taken on an independent study 
basis with supervision. Where industry, gov- 
ernment and community facilities provide for 
opportunities, such facilities have to be availed 
of in pragmatic programs. 
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A big portion of study material will be 
through satellite. and proctors will be around to 
enlighten on the techniques of how to imbibe the 
learning from lessons, and on how to proceed 
with further demonstration or studies. Teacher 
teams may be availed of where feedback mech- 
anisms have been provided. 


A tie-up can be made with the world Uni- 
versity of Ojai for America, one from China, 
and one from U.S.S.R. Scholarships may be 
availed of to develop future resources for the 
advanced requirements of the World University 
program. Both professors and students may be 
chosen to undertake three-year study-programs 
in specified regions of Asia. 


The educational program can also be tied- 
up with a management model operation of the 
AFP in order to promote advanced types of de- 
velopment for others to follow. The spirit of 
discipline, integrity and loyalty are among the 
traits that can be infused in the behavior of 
prospective students. Increasing projects in the 
Philippines would need the type of leaders as 
example for others to follow. 


The integration of the 400 thought forms 


/ 


of U.S.S.R., 200 thought forms in China, and 50. 


thought forms or more from U.S.A. would find 
ready market among students to verify the ade- 
quacy of a system to a task at hand. This open 
interchange and analvsis as well as integration 
of thought forms would be a practical way of 
verifying the merits of each system. 


Foundations, corporations and governments 
may contribute to the World University in the 
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Philippines as an international student forum, 
and as a vehicle for introducing the new inter- 
national management society. With Japan as 
headquarters the means for generating logistics 
support would become a matter of coordination. 


As a motivation and instruction center, the 
World University can handle pre-arranged con- 
ferences for international dialogues through 
satellite. Without leaving their specific loca- 
tions leaders or executives may avail of the 
marvels of science in general, and electronics in 
particular. 


The world is entering an explosion in tech- 
nology. It is also entering a new phase of human 
relations destined to discard the old forms of ob- 
solete nature. Only by an optimistic attitude, and 
faith in the callings of truth would the interna- 
tional venture be a worthy vehicle for the super- 
powers, and lesser ones would be potentials 
through cooperation. 


A World University in the Philippines set- 
ting would present the tourism potentials of 
islands and beaches as a needed change for the 
environmental appetite of travelling professors 
and students. With the total development going 
on throughout the Philippines, the extension of 
the East-West Center to Manila or elsewhere, 
would make the participation of China and 
USSR more practicable as both are in Asian 
continents.

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CHAPTER V 


NDCP SURVEY RESULT 


A staff under Brig. General Jose Syjuco 
composed of Col. Artemio Garrido, Capt. Ben- 


jamin Tanedo, PN and Colonel Jose Fuentes. 


supervised a committee to undertake a_survey 
on normalization of relations with the People’s 
Republic of China. Chairman of the Committee 
was Dr. Reynaldo Lesaca with Col. Edon Yap 
and Atty. Orlando Romero as members. 


Perspective Of The Survey 


At the very outset, the rationale for con- 
ducting the survey was to apply the democratic 


principle of consultation. It is to the credit of 


the New Society that consensus has been reached 


at least as far as minimum impressions with 


regards relations with PRC are concerned. 


Some caution has to be observed in the con- 
duct of response evaluation considering that 
while mere whims or wishful thinking do not 
catch the solid attention of the Philippine Gov- 
ernment, strong measures have to be adopted to 
control the bahavior of Chinese residents. While 
initial choice of Chinese preference may be ear- 
lier discovered, it does not necessarily mean that 
the government will take an easy posture of 
conformism. Rather, the options are placed 
squarely for consideration for well-meaning 
Chinese in the light of other factors. Thus, in 
one questionnaire pertaining to a wish to retain 
present citizenship (Taiwan or Republic of 
China) 44.5% replied in the affirmative, some 
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: 
; 
: 


34.3% indicated they would elect citizenship of 
another country. About 21.2% have no opinion. 
That there are deviations of Chinese loyalty, 
makes the issue of self-reliance a more timely 
concern. f 


On the question as to whether PRC relations 
would affect Philippine relations with US. at 
can only be assumed that no major changes in 
Philippine policy are in the offing. On the other 
hand, new developments in Asia as led by PRC 
have tended to influence the basic thinking and 
attitudes of Filipinos. The direction of the Fi- 
lipino orientation arises from a recognition of 
PRC not only as a superpower, but as a model 
nation in many ways. 


For example the U.S. News and World Re- 
port (March 24, 1975) singles out China as the 
best example of self-sufficiency in rice produe- 
tion, in spite of a big population. China is 
headed to become the third strongest economic 
power next to U.S.A. and USSR. Chinese de- 
termination to be the best, finds some justifica- 
tion in its being third with Canada in mineral 
resources, next to U.S.A. tnd USSR. 


Lord Thompson, a British publisher in the 
Times Journal, (May 29, 1975) even went fur- 
ther by saying: “I am certainly no communist. 
But no mistake, I believe the Chinese are on the 
way ta becoming the most powerful nation in 
the world”. 


The morality and frugality of Chinese lead- 
ers are additional qualifications that have end- 
eared PRC to the Third World. 
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The main rationale of the survey is a desire 
to learn about PRC as the champion of self- 
reliance. Then applying the principle learned, 
to the other problems concomitant with the es- 
tablishment of diplomatic relations, the criteria 
for applying the remedial measures have been 
established as a matter of priority. The overall 
balance leans heavily in favor of benefitting 
from economic and technological interchange as 
a portrayal of the value-infusion of communist 
systems in the Philippines, like self-reliance. 


Opinions and attitudes are, of course, im- 
portant. But underlying the varied views are 
the valid justifications in stronger support of 
what appear as average reactions. When even 
the responses need explanation, the very educa- 
tive process has to elucidate the more weighty 
considerations superimposed upon initial impres- 
sions. 


Survey Questionnaire on PRC-Philippine 
Relations 


Of 1,054 respondents, 57.7% were males 
and the rest females. 87.6% were below 40 
years of age, and the rest 30 years old above. 


On the question of the establishment of di- 
plomatic relations with the People’s Republic of 
China, 57.3% were in favor, or almost six out 
of ten Filipinos. 


As for the timing of the diplomatic recog- 
nition, replies from 792 respondents indicated 
33.8% favored 1975 as against 17.7% for 1976. 
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The survey gave the following benefits by 
percentage of preference: 


Economic — 41.2% 
Political — 29.4% : 
Cultural — 47.3% 
Military — 285% 


With specific reference as to whether dipo- 
matic relations would benefit the Philippines in 
the qualitative sense, 28.4% noted great bene- 
fits, 43.8% partial benefits, 10.1% no benefit, 
and 17.1% do not know. All in all, of some 
man polled. 73.2% Filipinos are aware of be- 
nefits. 


On the question of whether problems would 
arise with relations, 37.4% voted yes, 28.2% 
chose no, and 33.8% cannot make a definite 
stand. The problems arising from relations are: 


1. Status of Chinese nationals 


2. Possible assistance to local subversives 
of the Maoist faction, and; 


3. Use of diplomatic personnel as intelli- 
gence agents and/or spies. 


On the other hand, certain benefits that 
have been perceived are: 


1. The country can receive economic, so- 
cial, medical, cultural and scientific as- 
sistance. 
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2. Increased trade will redound to the best 
of interest. 


3. New perspectives could arise. 


4. More oil supply and more tourists may 
result. 


5. Scholarships and exchange of technical 
people will improve the country’s sci- 
entific capability. 


How relations with PRC might affect rela- 
tions with USA, 47.1% answered yes, 29.3% 
responded no, and 23.6% expressed ignorance. 


-On the question of assimilation of local Chi- 
nese into the mainstream of Filipino society, a 
little over a third or 36.4% favored the idea, 
39.0% were opposed and the rest had no opinion. 


On the last question whether the respondent 
is in favor of nationalizing the Chinese in the 
Philippines en masse should relations with the 
People’s Republic of China be formalized, slight- 
ly more than half (50.3%) of 682 Filipinos 
asked, particularly the younger generation (stu- 
dents) indicated opposition. Only about a fourth 
(24.8%) favored mass naturalization.

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CHAPTER VI 


SUMMARY, FINDINGS AND CONCLUSIONS

Findings 


Majority of interviewers were in 
agreement as to the establishment of 
PRC-Philippine relations through diplo- 
matic recognition. 


Mainland China is possessed with the 
magnificent obsession to promote the 
people’s movement throughout the 
world in the spirit of self-sacrifice. 


The Philippines is finding an outlet in 
PRC, and can profit from new disci- 
plined systems, purchase of needed 
goods, scientific and technological know- 
how or joint projects. 


Since PRC is world-oriented, its spon- 
sorship of a world university becomes 
an offshoot of its desire to spread out 
its education and culture, with the re- 
sultant morality arising from under- 
stood roles and attitudes to sex. 


With 90 per cent of immigrants coming 
from one town in Mainalnd China, it is the 


embassy 


representing the Republic of China 


(Taiwan) that holds aways over the local Chi- 
nese. PRC can only agree to any assimilation 


move by 


the Philippines, because the former 


has also a minority problem on a grander scale. 
Philippine-born Chinese like to owe their alle- 
giance to the Philippine government and have 
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adapted to Philippine ways, in some cases, inter- 
married with Filipinos. 


China’s ascendancy was brought about by 
the majority vote in UN, seating it in place of 
Taiwan. Whatever forebodings of danger were 
spread about Red China, of being all out to gob- 
ble the world with force, originated with the 
Taiwanese. The game of propaganda has to 
distinguish the information for the guillible. and 
those for the well-meaning citizens with a care- 
ful sense of discrimination. 


In South Vietnam, before the conquest of 
Saigon, the news was that there will be a blood- 
bath. Now Vietcong soldiers roam Saigon un- 
armed and smiling at people. Even evacuees are 
advised to return. The absence of major recri- 
minations only shows the good faith of the Viet- 
cong. 


China is not only a supplier of oil, but also 
of rice, just in case the Philippines needs to 
import. Another benefit from normal inter- 
course is exchange of community development 
techniques. The Chinese capacity to achieve is 
historically proved by the Great Wall, the only 
man-made object easily perceived by astronauts. 


Since Hongkong is an outlet of China to 
the West, the proximity of Manila makes im- 
mediate contact for constructive meeting or con- 
ferences more practicable. 


With PRC’s entry into the UN, it has 
gained more friends including the Philippines. 
With Japan, Europe and the Third World align- 
ing up with China, a movement has been going 
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on especially after the fall of Saigon. The trend 
of international society is towards socialistic 
ways. The advent of the computer heightens the 
very possibility of giving work to most of a level 
that could mean pushing only a button. Thus, 
in an actual factory in Germany, one of the 
employees is a maid from Spain, whose duty is 
to follow instruction of what button to press. 


As to the role of PRC in advocating mo- 
rality, no resort to Christian label should be 
referred, because it is not just in defending the 
truth that counts, but more so in practicing, and 
pursuing it. 


In PRC, care in maintaining moralistic be- 
_havior is carried on to the extent that tourism 

is controlled to preven spread of undesirable 
western ways. The prudent behavior and attire 
of Chairman Mao Tse Tung proves the sincerity 
of the resolve Chinese want to demonstrate. No 
amount of propaganda can destroy the image 
that the Communist idealists want to portray. 
Of course, even with all the disciplinary mea- 
sures in China, there are still three levels of the 
development: advanced, intermediate and back- 
ward. 


The Philippines in her desire to embrace the 
good forms of a discipline-oriented system is 
duty bound to present alternatives to the ideolo- 
gical confusion in the world. 

Conclusions 


1. Inasmuch as Chinese prefer people-to- 
people relations us against state-to-state 
relations it must be remembered that 
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Catholics comprising at least 80% of 
the Philippine population will, from the 
point of view of religion, be surprised 
that Chinese practice better morality, 
control of sex, application of the princi-- 
ple of abundant life — traits that nor- 
mally belong to the Christian world. 


PRC will not initiate overt military 
action. The proofs are the non-invasion 
of countries in Southern Asia. Why did 
not China attack Taiwan with which it 
has more reason to spell revenge? Be- 
cause, should worse come to worse even 
without U.S. help it can easily seek the 
help of USSR. The Philippines has a 
more defensible posture, because its 
overall potentials gives it far more 
flexibility. 


The charge of subversion against PRC 
holds most true with North Vietnam. 
The lack of self-reliance of the South 
Vietnamese has made PRC’s_ and 
USSR’s assistance to North Vietnam 
more attractive and even lucrative in 
the political and economic sense. 


There are grades in susceptability to sub- 


In the Philippines, the weakness of 


certain groups can be a breeding ground for 
trouble. But the disciplined era and fast rate 
of development has offset the timetable of rebels 
and subversives. Through the principles of self- 
reliance, the Filipinos have a message to tell — 
integration of communism and democracy.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


As an offshoot of the recommendation to 
open up diplomatic relations between the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China and the Philippines, 
some of the ensuing responsibilities inherent 
have to be emphasized for the impact expected 
to be created. 


It has to be noted that in engaging in 
creative activities with PRC, only the Philip- 
pines has no past bad record so far with the 
mainland, unlike Japan. Taiwan, and Indonesia.

The models initially known as U.S.A. DIVI-

time alleviate unemployment in the Philippines. 
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People-to-people contact can be encouraged by 
assigning Luzon for USA, the Visayas for Rus- 
sia, and Mindanao for China. 


Now is the time to introduce a world uni- 
versity that is life-oriented. Gone will be the 
overqualification that many university gradu- 
ates are now beginning to discover in their 
search for work. While work will be a means 
to earn a livelihood, and to gain escalating 
values through a world university, for the really 
well-motivated and intelligent, on-the-job ar- 
rangements and consultant supervision can pre- 
pare a new approach to job-creation and educa- 
tion for students and adults in general. 


A friends of World University Foundation 
in China, USSR, USA, Saudi Arabia, ete., can 
handle contributions for the world university 
projects. Directorship in the Foundation will be 
initially composed of USA, USSR, China, 
Europe, Arabia, Africa,.and the Philippines. 


Major direction of the world university will 
be the application of constructive systems of de- 
mocratic and communist ideologies. Since the 
AFP is the catalyst of Philippine development, 
the management practicuum of the CGSC will 
include courses in coordination with the world 
university and a civilian-oriented management 
corporation.

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CHAPTER VIII 


EPILOGUE 


President Marcos’ visit to the People’s Re- 
public of China and the opening up of diploma- 
tic relations have signalled the beginnings of 
many benefits for the Philippines. 


For one thing, firsthand observation of 
China has convinced Filipino leaders that dis- 
cipline, unity, and self-reliance are values to be 
imbibed if a nation were to rise by its own ef- 
forts. Thus, China’s posture in Southeast Asia 
with its stable economy has provided a welcome 
change in terms of a new market for Philippine 
products, as well as a new source of cheap im- 
ports for needed items. 


In addition, the infusion of scientific and 
technological exchange, initially along agricul- 
ture, and eventually along more sophisticated 
lines will usher in a new era of hope for greater 
productivity. 


China grants loans with the lowest interest 
and the best of terms intended to make the re- 
cipient country less dependent upen the benefac- 
tor after a period of time. 


Another major finding in China’s efforts in 
international affairs is its natural role as re- 
cognized leader of the Third World. Of course 
there are powers like France, Britain, Japan 
and Germany that can contribute to the inter- 
national peace efforts. But on a singular basis 
China is most favored to maintain the restrain- 
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ing influence to prevent the balance of powers 
from getting out of hand. 


The nuclear stalemate has provided China 
the rare chance to consolidate the Third World, 
thus, making the poly-centered situation a con- 
dition for the maintenance of world peace. For 
the first time after the Vietnam War, the re- 
gional groupings like Asian Common Market: 
and African Common Market can come into 
being. 


In Asia, China is the champion of self-re- — 
liance. North Vietnam has somehow followed 
the same example of self-reliance and a more 
definitive stand from U.S.A. has to be expected 
as far as business policies are concerned. In 
short, a more factual, frank and realistic ap- 
praisal of the business situation will trigger a 
new adjustment in the distribution of benefits. 


The Philippines as a democratic country 
has something to learn from full employment in 
China. While the elements of compulsion of 
course comes in with regard to the Chinese 
system of employment, it is in the Philippine 
interest to provide new motivated schemes to 
attract the jobless, out-of-school youth, mis- 
placed college graduates, and overqualified grad- 
uates to be subjected to a:superior motivational 
program similar to the Harvard Achievement 
Motivation. 


The mass efforts of Chinese agricultural 
hands can be a percursor of a sort of Chinese 
Peace Corps: with highly pragmatic aspects in 
mind. The kind of influence Chinese discipline

can infuse our work force is something that has 
been learned through centuries of Chinese strug- 
gle. It must be remembered China in 733 had 
already a population of 43 million, almost equal 
the present Philippine population. The tech- 
niques of attaining unity for 800 million cannot 
be attributed to the use of force alone for ac- 
tually Chairman Mao’s methods were also based 
on persuasion of winning peasant folk. One 
thing more, China refined the wisdom of India 
by eliminating extraneous portions and retain- 
ing only the inspirational with the pragmatic 
implications. 


The Chinese traits of feeling humble about 
an achievement and praising shortcomings are 
worthy of emulation by Filipinos. Increased 
cultural exchange would therefore integrate 
those useful and adoptable traits into the main- 
stream of Filipino life. The advent of satellite 
TV would make dissemination of Chinese cul- 
ture a matter of instant consumption. 


The present misunderstanding between 
China and USSR is temporary. The Philippines, 
especially with the advanced promotional work 
by the First Lady, and a final follow-up by 
President Marcos can trigger the unity of Asia 
by first establishing the India — USSR coun- 
terpart of the World University with non-degree 
programs as the preliminary step in establishing 
the Asian Common Market. 


U.S.A. can make a definite stand in SHA 
to make the regional counterpart of the World 
University a parallel move of the China-Japan 
circuit. Possible re-alignments are varied but 
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since the principle of self-reliance will work 
with the most generous offer of aid from what- 
ever source, it follows a free-for-all in trade and 
investment is in the offing. 


In closing, it is the duty of the Philippines 
as a stabilizer to harmonize the varied invest- 
ment inputs as a vehicle for the fair distribution 
of the goods of Asia and in generating more 
productive ventures for agriculture and indus- 
trialization. When people-to-people contact shall 
have been universalized by satellite TV, then the 
emphasis of enthusiasm will be along tradition- 
al values rather than along military fear. 


We fear what we do not know and under- 
stand. But man’s doubts are only a by-product 
of failure to know the truth. Once the truth is 
pursued, the negative aspects are by-passed. 
Along this line the Philippines’ being a separate 
island republic feels free to pursue the very hope 
of uniting the superpowers in the context of 
Asia. Only under the administration of Presi- 
dent Marcos have the opportunities for negotia- 
tion and follow-up been opened. The faith of 
the Filipino people is behind President Marcos’ 
efforts to organize ASEAN and eventually the 
Asian Common Market. 


Thus, it is with significant reiteration that 
the most important export of the People’s Re- 
public of China is the principle of self-reliance 
that will bring resources more abundant than 
Japan’s into full development. It has to be noted, 
mainland China has already exported the same 
principles to- underdeveloped African areas. 
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All these opportunities come at a time when 
the. bargaining pave of the Third world is free 
to cater to the highest bidder, be it the Commu- 
nist or non-Communist World.
